The Americans are probably tlie greatest 


advertisers in the world, at least those of 
the Americans who live in the United 
States. Tlie Tan-American delegates are 
finding this out to tbeir \ery great disgust, 
and" to the very small credit of our country, 
Everyone recognizes that there is a legiti- 
mate field of advertising in which any mer- 
chant may spread himself to his heart's 
content. But when we invite a guest into 
our houses and send him away with a soap 
advertisement plastered onto the back of 
his coat, tlie propriety of the performance 
begins to look doubtful. That style of 
hospitality looks like a confidence game, 
with the risk of the penitentiary thrown 
out. The host shows himself a mercenary 
wretch who would trample every better 
feeling in the dust, in his absorbing chase 
after dollars. 


But recent events show that we have 


such men in high places. 
Wanamaker can 


generally be depended on to get something 
queer, but always something that will help 
himself. Recently the Pan-Amerieau dele- 
gates were taken on a sight-seeing trip over 
the country. 
They were first shown such 


ordinary Bights as Niagara, Chicago, St. 
Louis, and a few of our gieat factories. 
Through the influence of the postmaster- 
general the goal of all their jonrneyings 
was made Wanamaker's store in 1'hiladel- 
adelphia. This was seen and then the dele, 
gates were called into Washington. But 
Wanamaker was a iittle fearful that lii» 
^tore might be forgotten, so he went to a 
little extra expense to impress it npom tlie 
delegates' memories. He got out a couple 
of books in the printers most perfect art. 
These books contained illustrations of inte- 
rior scenes in the big store. 
In these illus- 


trations thousands of would-be customers 
were crowing each other in p^inie fashion in 
in their wild endeavors to get at the vari- 
ous bargain counters', behind which stood 
an array of earth's fairest dai lings handing j 
out the good things which Mr. Wanamaker . 
keeps to beguile the cash out of Lis compa-, 
triou's pockets. Tlie other book contained

a price list of nearly all articles in the , 
store. Each book was dedicated to the J 
particular delegate for whom it was intended. 
In each book was a modest little request 
that the delegates would make the precious 
•volumes a part of the report which they in- 
tended to make to their various govern- 
ments. This was advertising with a ven- 
geance. 
The delegates supposed that they 


had come to the United States as guests. 
and not as banner boys. They were finally 
made to see that they nets expected to pay 
for their lodging and meals by cam ins;

They probably did not object to 


paying, but they preferred to do so in cash. 
They were not disposed to work it out, as 
they did not regaid themselves as deck hands 
for passage. So they rang for the bell boy 
and had him pile Wanamaker's precious 
volumes in the corner of an old attic,wheie 
the cobwebs may now play with them. 


But the delegates soon saw that they 


were to be put to further adverti=iuK uses. 
A man of the name of William E. Curtis 
has charge of the delegation at such times 
as it becomes necessary for Jim Elaine to ' 
lay off awhile to have his battery recharged. 
Curtis accompanied the delegates on their 
recent trip over the country. His duties 
were to keep them away from all demo- 
crats and draw corks irom the wine bottles. 
A day or two since the secretary of some 
wine company received a letter from Curtis, 
stating that only that company's wines were 
used by the delegates while on the trip. 
Hence the delegates find themselves being 
used to advertise a certain kind of wine.

Why 
these entertainers of ours have not as much 
style about them as a set of European 
flunkeys. Think of asking a guest to take 
a glass of wine, and then rushing out to 
some newspaper office to publish the fact 
This is a kind of hospitality that is expected 
to pay dividends. That gang in Washing- 
ton had better become incorporated as an 
advertising agency. It might get a larger 
business by doing so.
